POST-OF FICE STATISTICS. 
Interesting Items Regarding the Work Ac- 
complished in the St. Louis Office. 


The St. Louis Post-office is a big institution. 
and a great deal more businessis transacted 
through it than most people have any idea of. 
The tollowing tacts and figures forthe month 
ot August are worthy of perusal: The mail 
letters delivered during that month were 900,- 
385; mail postal cards delivered, 
159759; local letters delivered, 133,- 
823; local postal cards delivered, 100,215; 
newspapers, circulars, etc., 399,678. The 
number of letters collected was 663,263; postal 
cards collected, 184,635; newspapers, circu- 
lars, etc., 195,136. 

The following figures relating to the outgoing 
mails, originating solely in St. Louis, are of 
interest. There were weighed 25,234 pounds 
of letters, which is equivalent to about 1,500,- 
000 letters; 1,798 pounds of postal cards, equal 
to about 300,000 cards; 9,889 poands of eircu- 
lars, equal to about 750,000 circulurs; of sec- 
ond-class matter, that is newspapers sent 
through the mail to regular subscrivers, at 2c 
per pound,there were 185,000 pounds; of third 
ciass matter, except circulars, that is, books 


and general printed matter, there were 123,- 
876 pounds; of fourih-class matter, consisting 
ot merchandise, there were 7,657 pounds. 

Inthe month of Augast there were 1,200 
packages of fourtb- cluss matter, mostly mer- 
chandise, registered. The registration of this 
class of goods was only insugurated last Octo- 
ber. The number of ordinary letters regis- 
tered was 21,084. 

Last year s¢venty-five tons of quarantine 
mail passed through the St. Louis office; this 
year there has beenscarcely any. 

The number ofj employes in the Post-oftice is 
245, viz.: 115 carriers and 130 clerks. 

Since the Ist of July anew method has been 
in vogue as regards registered letters. The 
new pian was originated in the 
St. Louis oftice, and kas been 
acopted Ly the Postal Department. Formerly 
when registered letters were sent a receipt 
was sent on also, which was returned iman en- 
velope to the oftice from which dispatched, 
then re-enclosed and muiled to the sender. 
Now the Post-oftice employs what are called 
ofticial postal cards, withthe necessary print- 
ing on them. The receiver of the registered /et- 
tersigns bis pame onthis car¢ which is then 
drop ped in the mail and returns to the sender 
direct. Thustbe use of two envelopes and con- 
sidera»vle cirecumlocution have been avoided. 
In the same manner there are also used re- 
ceipis for registered bilis, etc. 

Since the tirst of August additional deliveries 
ana collectioas bave been made on thirty-eight 
routesin various paris of the city without auy 
increase in the force. 

THE WEST END BRANCH POST-OFFICE. 

The establishment of a branch Post-oflice at 
the corner of Easton and Garrison avenues 
has proved a complete success andthe b.P.-O 
works admirably. 

inthe West End Branch Post-office during 
Augu-t there were wail delivenes as follows: 
17,065 letters, 6,989 newspapers, 3,192 postal 
cards.

He 
had been in the employ ot the 
Missouri Pacitic Railway Co upaay for 
a considerable period, and the sad affair of this 
morning was his first and last accident. His 
parents reside near the Beliefontaine Ceme- 
tery, and will take possession of the body after 
the inquest, which will be held tbis afternoon.

LONDON, September 5.—The Times, in its 
financial article, says: In the course of time, 
more gold will doubii_-s be _ sbipped 
from here to the United States, but 
it is important to remember 
that, whether it pays to send it or not, 
even as a mere speculation, depends upon 
the market rate of discount here, as well as 
upon New York exchange on London. The 
sudden stoppage of the drain, when money 
began to rise in value here, seems 
to indicate it was only shipped at all, because 
rates for money were so very low. ‘The di- 
minution in the general consumption of this 
country of many foreign products, 
excepting food, enables us to _ divert 
more than usual of what is due us by foreign- 
ers for the purpose of liquidatiag our debt to 
the United States.

A Hoernmble Accident by Which a Well- 
Known Missourian Lost His Life. 
[From the Louisiana (Mo.) Journal. | 
Mr. Michael Thomas, ex-Marshal of this city, 
met a horrible death atthe Salt River ice house, 
near Louisiana, on Monday, apout 3 o’clock 
p. m. Deceased and seven other men were 
engaged digging earth and gravel for repairs 
at Huse, Loomis & Co.’s new ice house on 
this side of Salt River, and nearits mouth. In 
order to facilitate the loosening of the earth, 
the workingmen undermined and threw it 
down en masse. It was such an operation that 
cost Mr. Thomas his life. An effort to throw 
down a bank failing, Mr. Thomas 
went underneath to cut out more 
earth, when the overhanging mass sud- 
denly fell, crushing Thomas beneath a ton 
weight of earth and gravel. He was com- 
pletely covered. John Hamilton, the only 
workman near atthe time, was struck on the 
shoulder by the falling mass, but received no 
injury; and seeing his companion buried ont of 
sight, at once set to work to release him. Ina 
iew moments the buried man’s head was un- 
eovered, when it was found that he was living. 
This pleasant revelation inspired his compan- 
ion, and in a short time, shovel and pick being 
brought into requisition, the suffering man was 

entirely released. 

Mr. R L. Foster, manager, who was onthe 
ground, sent for blankets and other coutorts 
and madethe sufferer comfortable. He was 
then placed in a skiff. broughtfto this city, and 
atonce removed to his home on South Caro- 
lina near Eighth street. The news of the ac- 
cident spread rapidly, and ina few minutes 
five or six doctors were at hand ready to ex- 
ercise all their skill. It was unavailing, how- 
ever, forat 5:30 o'clock, less than an hour 
after bis arrival here,and two hours after the 
accident, the crushed man died, con- 
ecious to the last minute and suffering 
intensely. The extent of his injuriesis not cer- 
tainly known; his right lez and right arm were 
broken; one hip badly crushed, and collar 
bone broken. It1s supposed that his internal 
iujuries were still nore severe. 

Mr. Thomas was 56 years old, of fine physique 
and personal appearance. He was Marshal of 
Louisiana in 1875-6. He leaves a wite an 
seven children, twoofwhom (daughters) are 
unmarried. His remains were interred atthe

Stopping a Bullet at Short Range.

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The Inventor Describing his Electric 
. Light Experiments. 


He Claimsto Be Able to Produce Eight 
Jets Equaling Sixteen Candles 
Each From Less Than Ope- 
Horse Power. 


SARATOGA, September 2.—In a paper by T. 
A. Edison, read before the American Associa- 
tion en the advancement of science to-day, 
‘*On the phenomena of Heating Metal in Vacuo 
by Means of an Electric Current,’’ detailing 
some experiments on the subject of electric 
light, he said: 

In the course of my experiments on electric 
lighting I have developed some striking phe- 
nomena arising from the heating of metals by 
flames and by the electric current, especially 
wires of platinum and platinum alloyed with ir- 
idium. These experiments are still in progress. 
The first fact observed was that platinum lost 
weight when heated in a flame of hydrogen; 
that the metal colored the flame green, and that 
these two results continued until the whole 
of the platinum in contact withthe flame had 
disappeared. A platinum wire twenty-thous- 
andths otan inchin diameter was wound in 
the form of a spiral one-eighth of an inch in 
diameter and half aninchin length. The two 
ends ofthe spiral were secured to clamping 


posts, andthe whole apparatus was covered 
with a glass shade. Upon bringing the spiral 
toincandescence fortwenuty minutes that part 
of the globe in line with the sides of the spiral 
became slightly darkened; in five hours the de- 
posit became so thick that the incandescent 
spiral could not be seen through the deposit. 
This film, which was most perfect, consisted 
of platinum,and I have no doubt but that large 
plates of glass might be coated economically 
by placing them on each side of a large 
sheet of platinum, kept incandescent by 
the electric current. Thisloss in weight, to- 
gether with a deposit upon the glass, presented 
a very serious obstacle tothe use of metallic 
wires for giving light by incandescence, but 
this was easily surmounted after the cause was 
ascertained. -I1 coated the wire forming the 
spiral with the oxide of magnesium by dusting 
upon it finely-powdered acetate of magnesium. 
While incandescent the salt was decomposed 
by the heat, and there remained a strongly ad- 
1erent coating of the oxide. Thuis 
spiral so coated was coverel with 
a giass shade and brought to incandes- 
cence for several minutes; butinstead ofa de- 
posit of platinum upon the glass there wasa 
deposit of the oxide of magnesium. From this 
and other cxperiments [ became convinced 
that this effect was due to the washing action 
ofthe airupon the spiral; that the loss of 
weightin andthe coloration of the hydrogen 
flame was also due tothe weuring away of the 
surtace of the platina by the attrition pro- 
duced by the impact of the stream of gases ap- 
on the highly incandescent surface, and not to 
volatilization, ascommonly understood. 

I will dow cescribe other and far more 

IMPORTANT PHENOMENA, 

observed in wy experiments. Ifa short length 
of platinum wire ons thousandth of aninch in 
diameter be heldina fame of a Bunsen burn- 
er, at some part it wiil fuse anda piece of the 
wire willbe bent atan angle by the action of 
the globule of melted platinum; in some cases 
there are several globules formed simultane- 
ously, and the wire assumesa zigzag shape. 
With a wire four-thousandtis of an iach in di- 
ameter this elfect does not take place, as the 
temperature cannot be raised to equal that of 
the smaller wire, owing to the increased radi- 
ating surface and mass. After 
heating, i the wire be ex- 
amined under a microscape, that part of the 
surface which has been incandescent will be 
found covered withinnumerablecracks. Ifthe 
wire be placed between clamping posts, and 
heated to incandescence for twenty minutes by 
the passage of an electric current, the cracks 
willbe so enlarged as to be seen with the 
naked eye. The wire under the microscope 
presents a shrunken appearance, and is full of 
deep cracks. If the current is continued for 
several hours these effects will so increase tliat 
the wire will fall to pieces, This disintegration 
has been noticed in platina long subjected to 
the action of a flame by Prof. John W, Draper. 

The tailure of the process of lighting invent- 
ed by the French chemist, Tessic du Motay, 
who raised sheets of platinum to incandescence 
by intreducing them into a hydrogen flame, 
was due tothe rapid « isintegration of the met- 
al. Lhave ascertained the cause of this phe- 
nomenon, and have succeeded in eliminating 
that which produces it, and in doing so have 
produced a metal in a state hitherto unknown, 
und whichis absoiutely stable at a tempera- 
ture where nearly all substances melt 
or are consumed—a metal which, § al- 
thorgh originally soft and pliable, 
becomes as homogencous as glass and as rigid 
as steel. When woundin the form ofa spiral, 
it is as springy and elastic when at the most 
dazzling incandescence as when cold, and can 
not be annealed by any process now commonly 
known. For the canseof this shrinking and 
cracking of the wireis dune entirely to the ex- 
pansion of the air in the mechanical and physi- 
cal pores of the platinuzy, andthe contraction 
upon the escape of the air. 


PLATINUM, 
as sold in commerce,may be compared to sand- 
stone, in which the whole is made of agreat 
number of particles with many air spaces. 
The sandstone, upon melting, becomes homo- 
geneous and no air spaces exist. With plati- 
num or any metal the air spaces may be elim- 


/ inated and the metal made homogeneous by a 


very simple process. 

This proce ss I will now describe. I had made 
alarge number of platinum spirals, all of the 
same size and froin the same qualitv of wire; 
each spiral presented to the sira radiating 
surface ofthree and one-sixteenth of aninch: 
five of these were brought by the electric cur- 
rent upto the melting point, the light was 
measured by a photometer, andlthe average 
light wasequalto four standard candles for 
eaeh spiral just atthe melting point. One of the 
saine kind of spirals was piaced in the receiver 
of an air-pump and the air exhausted to 
two millimeters; & weak current was 
then passed through the wire to warm 
it shiightiy, for the purpose of assisting the pas- 
sage of the air trom the pores of the metal into 
the vacuum. The temperature of the wire was 
gradually augmented at intervals of ten min- 
utes until it became red. The object of slowly 
increasing the temperature was to allow the 
airto pass out gradually and not explosively. 
Afterward the current was increased at inter- 
vais of fitteen minutes. Before each increase 
inthe current the wire was allowed to cool, 
and the contraction and expansion at these 
high temperatures caused the wire to weld 
together ut the points gh viaietgas contain- 
ing air. Inone hour and torty minutes this 
spiral had reached such atemperature with- 
ont melting thatit was giving a light of twen- 
ty-five standard candles, whereas it would 
undoubtedly have melted bef.re it gave a 
light of five candles had it not been put 
thrcugh the above process. Several more 
spirals were afterward tried with the same re- 
sult. One spiral which had been brought to 
these high temperatures more slowly gave a 
light equal to thirty stacdard candles. Inthe 
open air this spiral gave nearly the same light, 
aithough it required more current to Keep it at 
the same temperature. 

Upon examination of those spirals, which had 
passed throngh the vaccum process, by the 
aid of a microscope,no cracks were visible; the 
wire had become as white as silver, and had a 
polish which could not be given it by any other 
means. The wire had a smaller diameter than 
before treatment, and it was exceedingly diffi- 
cult te melt in the oxyhydrogen flame, as com- 
pared with untreated platinum; it was found 
thatit wasas hard as the steel wire used in 
pianos, andthatit could not be annealed at 
any temperature. My experiments with 
iInany metals treated by this pro- 
cess have proved to my satisfac- 
tion, and I have no hesitation in stating 
that whatis known as annealing of metals to 
make them softan1 pliable is nothing more 
than the cracking ot the metal. In every case 
where a hard drawn wire bad been annealed a 
powerful microscope revealed mynads of 
cracks in the metal. 

since the experiments of which I have just 
spoken I have, by the aid of Sprengel mercu- 
ry pumps, produced 

HIGHER EXHAUSTIONS, 
and have, by consuming five hours in exclud- 
ing the air fiom the wire and intermitting the 
current a great number of times, succeeded in 
obtaining a light ot eight standard candles 
trom a spiral of wire with a tota) radiating 


surface of 132 of an inch, or a_ suar- 
face about -equal to ai grain of buck- 
wheat. With spirals of this size which have 
not passed through the process the average 
amount of light given out before melting is 
less than one standard candle. Thus I ain en- 
abled by the increased capacity of platinum to 
withstand high temperatures, to employ small 
radiating surtaces and thus reduce the energy 
required for candJe-light. [can now obtain eight 
separate jets, each giving out an absolutely 
steady light,andjeach equal to sixteen standard 
candles, or a total of 128 candles,by the expen- 
diture of 30,000 foot pounds of energy oy less 
than one horse power. 

As a matter of curiosity, Ihave made spirals 
of other metals, and excluded the air from 
them in the manner stated. Common iron 
wire may be made to give a light greater than 
platinum not heated. The iron becomes as 
bard as steel, and just as elastic. Nickel is far 
more refractory thaniron. Steel wire used in 
pianos becomes decarbonized, but remains 
hard, and assumes the color of silver. Alumi- 
num melts only at a white heat.

How Brokers Manage to Sell Tickets East 
for Less Than the Regular Agents.

Such a thing 
is liable to occur at any moment. Here in St. 
Louis everything is quiet among the passenger 
de ts so faras Eastern rates are con- 
cerned. It isan interesting fact, however,that

be brokers of course buy their tickets at the 

zolar offices. Moreover it will be affirmed 

all the ticket agents that they 
WILL NOT SBLL TO A BROKER 

heaper than to anybody else. On the surface 

it looks as though the brokers were selling at a 

loss; but this is something a broker 

is not in the habit of dotng. Itisan absurdity 

to suppose they do anything of the kind. At 

the same time, it is true that they pay over the 
counter the regular price. 

It is probable that railroads are the most 
treacherous corporations in the world. They 
have meetings of their managers where sol- 
emn resolutivns are passed and compacts 
entered into, to be violated at the first oppor- 
tunity. Otcourse, when a ticket-broker in St. 
louis can sell a tickes to New York for 
$25 50, when the railroads will not sell for 
less than $24 25,itisclear proof that some- 
body is lying and playing the treacherous dog. 
It is well known how this underselling is ac- 
complished. There must, to begin with, be a 
secret compact between the broker and the 
railroad passenger agent. It may be that a 
broker bas that compact with some passenger 
agent here, or it may be with some passenger 
agent over an Eastern line,such as the Erie, but 
it matters not with whom the arrangement is, 
the ticket broker gets his pay for selling the 
tickets. Henot only unaersells the regular 
railroad ticket agents, but he makes a 
profit besides. 

The plan is this: The broker is generally 
employed by some line to do the work. 

THE AGREEMENT 
is that he isto go into the regular office and pay 
the same for his tickets as other people, but 
render an account at the end of the month 
of alithe tickets he has sold, and he then 
has 
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REFUNDED 

to him say $2 on every such ticket. 
is $3 or $4 be has retunded to him. At least, 
it is enough to pay him wellfor his work. lin 
this way he is able to undersell the regular 
offices and make a profit besides. Ifthe selisa 
$24 25 ticket for $23, and has $2 refunded to 
him by the railroad he is dealing with, he 
underselistothe amount of $1 and makes $1 
on the transaction. Some of the broker’s here 
now have contracts of this kind, but with 
whom nobody seemsto know. There is a sus- 
picion that the Erie isthe erring member of 
the happy family.If such business is kept up 
it will lead to another break in Eastern rates.

DAUMIER AND DUMAS, 


Gossip About the Marriage Laws 
in Fiction and in Fact. 


[From the New York Herald. | 

PARIS, August 19, 1879.—The question of dl- 
vorce is here the issue of the hour. There is 
an erganized agitation in tavex of the measure 
advocated so iong by Mr. Alfred Naquet. 
Oraters have filled the lecture halls with 
pleas so warm, eloquent and convincing that 
opponents are either silent or converted, 
Francisque Sarcey has enlisted the sympathies 
of the stage in their cause; a committee aps 
peinted by the French Chambers has reported 
in their taver, and it is wpossible 
that when the Chambers meet 
again divorce will be legalized. The 
struggle will be long aud severe. Divorce was 
first introduced into France to suit the domes- 
tic purposes of Napoleon I. The Emperor, 
then First Consul,bad tond dreams of making 
his Jpower hereditary. His marriage with 
Josephine was barren; and he sought legal 
means of marrying again. Privately, he hated 
divorce, and forbade the princes of his family 
to use it. Publicly, he argued that it was a 
natural consequeuce of the ideas of ’89. It 
became law in 17932. In the first three months of 
the tollowing year the divorces equaled the 
number of marriages. Inthe ‘‘Month of Piu- 
viose, year III,’’’ there were 223 divorces, of 
which 205 were sought by women for incom- 
pativility of temper. Orators protested vehe- 
mentlyinthe Assembiy. ‘‘We must stop this 


traffic in human flesh,’’ said Delleville. 
‘*What marriages shall we have?’’ asked 8i- 
meon, ‘‘when we remove that modesty 
which alone distinguished them from for- 
tuitons cohabitation?’’ ‘‘The law of divorce,’’ 
said Maille, *‘is rather a stockjobber’s tariff 
than alaw.’’ Andwiththe tailof Napoleon it 
perished. 
AFTER NAPOLEON. 

Ilenceforward Frenchmencame to look on 
matrimony as a state which people enter with 
tleir eyes open,and of which they would stand 
the consequences without any fuss. Their 
canons concerning. the domestic worries that 


husband and wife ought to endure rather than 
court the scan‘tal of going toJaw becaine very 
rigid. What Feuillet calis ‘*la religion des bien- 
seances’’ was supreme. Anarticle was added 
to the code providing that the President 
of the Civil Court should try to 
reconciie the parties before hearing 
the case. This paternal kind of tribunal 
sat with closed doors, and lawyers were ex- 
cluded. Marriage became more and more a 
mere business transaction. Aman having mo- 
ney marritée a woman with a dower, a deed of 
financial partnership was drawn up between 
them, and on this the man would base all the 
arrangements for his future career. The indis- 
solut fiity of the contract uffordcd an ample 
cuaranteec that these arrangements should not 
be disturbed. So Jong as the husband behaved 
with decent propriety his marriage wa3, com- 
mercially speaking, a safe venture. Even if 
he wxs forced to sue tor separation owing 
to his wife's misconduct, the courts made 
over to him as much of =her_prop- 
erty as he cared to claim, merely deducting 
therefrom an alimony computed on the most 
frugal reckoning. As tor the wifc, she couid 
not obtain a separation foranything short of 
reckless brutality or profligacy on her hus- 
band’s part; and evenin these cases she sel- 
dom came out of court with ajudgment giving 
ber absolute right overthe money which she 
bronght in dower. The tribunals «lways started 
from the a gg aoe po that the husband,as head 
of the family, hadaright tothe larger share. 
The state of things 
hard on the wife. An hour after quitting 
the church, before the end of the break- 
fast, the busband might go out and 
never be seen again. He carriesoff the bride’s 
dowry and leaves her a ruined woman. She ap- 
pealsto the law. ‘‘Madame,’’ ssys the law, 
‘‘your husband is arogue.’’ ‘‘ then give me 
back my liberty.’’ ‘‘Wecannot.’’ ‘‘What am I 
to do?’’ **Wait.’’ ‘*For what?’’ ‘‘His return.’’

A CARICATURIST’S LASH. 

Only once, in all these sixty years, had 
French women the courage to protest. The 
Revolution of 1848 stirred up a number of 
grave social questions. The citizen hing, with 
his gray hatand his plain ways, was gone. 
There was a momentary ebullition of fancy, a 


sudden burst of extravagance, as in the days 
of ’89. Utopian theories were proclaimed by 
long-haired orators, and the whole body of 
strong-minded women flocked to their sup- 
port. Then appeared in the Chavioari the 
series of caricatures called ‘‘Les Divor- 
ceuses,’’ from the pencil of Honore 
Daumier. Theinimitable inventor of Robert 
Macaire, atter eighteen years’ struggle with 
the old povernment, found himselt suddenly 
cebarred from politics by order Ot the new 
one. His satire was bidden to confine itself to 
such topics as the dog tax, cab fares or the 
condition of the slaughter-houses. His pencil 

aS forced to find sustenance among the ciair- 
voyants, crinoline wearers, coilectors of Chi- 
nese vases, Turcos in camp, Aztecs in city, 
astiologers, Orpheonists, eaters of horse-flesh 
and balloonistsin the bippodrome. In this 
dearth of congenial themes tbe caricaturist at- 
tacked the newly risen divorce question and 
destroyed it utterly. He depicted 
the agitators as humanitarian biue 
stcckings, as female dramatists hissed at the 
Odeon, aS amateur poetesses reading their 
odes before setect circles of admirers, as wo- 
men who smoked, as wives who were unfaith- 
ful, as mothers who neglected their children 
to discuss poliiical issues. Thereisa charm- 
ing sketch umong them of mother and babe, 
Se and pratthng in the sunshine, while 
#Ck inthe shade stands a tat, dowdy crea- 
ture contemptuously regarding the pretty 
scene and discussing it with the lean hag at ber 
side. ‘‘To think,’’ says she, ‘‘that people 
should be so far behind the age. Hereisa 
woman who, at this crisis of the great 
question, at the soilemn moment we have now 
reached, is content to spend her time in play- 
ing with her baby.’’ Toward the Woman's 
Club, formed to present the matter to the As- 
sembly, Daumter showed no mercy. He paint- 
ed the female orators upon the rostrum, with 
fiery gesture and eyes turned to heaven. He 
painted the meninthe audience catching up 
inoffensive words, and with ‘‘hems’’ and 
‘*haws’’ turning them toaribald meaning. 
Poor women! For awhile strife made tiem 
bold. Caricature gave them strength, and, in 
spite of the laugh that was running round 
Paris, the club doors were opened rezgulirly 
every night. At length they succum?)3d 
to the satirist, who was entirely. sin- 
cere in his opposition. Daumier 
was, before all things, honest. He 
really believed that the existing marriage liws 
were forthe good of thecountry. Two years 
later a Frenchman was tried for his life and 
condemnedto death. The jury, contrary to 
custom, did notadinit ‘‘extenuating circam 
stances,’’ which wouid have saved the man’s 
life. Thetact was thatthis man hada wife, 
twenty years ot age, beautiful, and worthy of 
the deepest comwiseration. Had her 
husband been allowed tuo live 
she would have remained bound 
to him; and the jury, in refusing to the convict 
a veraict that would have saved bim from the 
euillotine, thought of the wife. The Procur 
ator-General said: ‘‘Il might have signed a de- 
mand for pardon, but I did not do so. Why? 
Because this pardon, in saving the head of a 
guilty man. would have made a victim of his 
wife, who was a thousand times more interest- 
ing. With this alternative before me—to allow 
the law to take its course or condenin an inno- 
cent woman to a irorrible punishment—I chose 
the lesser evil. Better that the husband in 
mounting the scaffold should leavethe wile 
free!’’

AN ELOQUENT PLEADER. 

But the times were ripening. Alexandre Du- 
mas, the younger, was born under a law which 
gave him all the duties of other men and none 
of their rights. He was a natural son. The 
elder Dumas was then aclerk and too poor to 
support the boy. After his first theatricul suc- 
cess he acknowledged him. That was some- 
thing. The law did not compel himto do so. 
Young Alexandre was sent to a big Paris school, 


where the children, already skilled in the code’s 
distinctions, insulted him from morning 
till night.

Of an affectionate but unequal character, the 
young wife—put why recite the act of accusa- 
tion? It wasthe old story. The wife taken in 
adultery, the busband tried for murdering her. 
There were the usual incidents—tne hasty 
wooing, the rash betrothal, the miszera- 


ble wedding de convenance, the swiftly fellow- 
ing discontent and disagreement, the fatidelity 
of the husband, the consequent infidelity of 
the wife. the trap,the discovery and the furious 
slaughter of the woman in her paramour's 
apartment, from which the iatter escaped, te 
most wretched figure in this sinister tragedy. 

Paris had here its opportunity for discussi.: « 
the propriety of the marriage iaws. A lively a«- 
bate arose in tbe journals as to the right ot «un 
injured busbeand to kill a guilty wife. Henri 
d'Ideville wrote an article in the Soir denying 
the right. Alexander Duwas, fils, took up 
the husband’s cause in bis pamphiet,‘‘L’ hom- 
me Femme.’’ In it he discussed am extraor- 
dinary variety of topics, including man and 
woman in their relation to each other; love, 
pure andimpure; intrigue, gallantry, mar- 
riage; origin of species, the fallof our first 
parents, the divergence of the race of Oain and 
lis consequences; libertinism, intanticide, 
adultery and wife murder; all leading 
up tothe great panacea—divorce. “‘I do not 
write for women,’’ said he; ‘‘women have no 
need of instruction about themselves; they 
know themselves weil, and when by chance 
we know them vetter than they know them- 
selves, they stop their ears.’’ He forthwith 
divided them into three classes—women of the 
teinple, women of the hearth and women of the 
street; and his point was to show that the two 
former gravitated toward, and were ultimately 
merged inthe latter. If aman marries a woman 
and finds her ailying herself to this class. 
should he seek a separation? No. Separation 
separates—that is all; it does not free. It riv- 
ets the innocent tothe fanit ofthe guilty. It 
cdocs away with the half of a man’s self, with- 
out allowing bim to take another. It con 

demns two—the guilty andthe victim—to the 
same penalty. Itisnotrue remedy. ‘‘If,’’ 
said Dumas, addressing an imaginury son, 
‘*if, in spite of vour precautions, you have as- 
sociated your life with a creature 
unworthy of you; if, after 
vainly striving to make herthe wife she ought 
to be. you have not succeeded in saving her by 
maternity;ifshe cabins and confines you in 
your movement as man;ifshe arrests yuu in 
your progress toward God;if the law, which 
has assumed the rightto bind, pronounce ir- 
self impotent to release. then declate yourself 
in person her judge and executioner. Sheis 
not your wife, she is not even awomdan. Slay 
her.’’

MARK TWAIN’S RETURN. 


The Great Humorist Delighted to be 
Home—How He Passed His Time in 
Europe.

Mr. Samuel! L. Clemens (Mark Twain) ar- 
rived in this city yesterday, on the Cunard 
steamer Gallia, after a tour of eighteen 
months through the principal countries of 
Europe. Mr.Clemens, who was accompanied 
by bis wife and family, appeared in excellent 
health. ‘‘I enjoyed the trip greatly,’’ he 


said to a Herald reporter, ‘‘and I learned a 
great deal that will serve me in after life.’ 

‘*‘] am gladto find,’’ said the reporter, 
‘*that after so many years of mental labor you 
at last enjoyed a long respite from your litera- 
ry avocations.’’ 

‘*Respite!’’ he exclaimed with astonish- 
ment, and then, with a merry twinkle in his 
eye. he said in a confidential whisper, ‘*You 
don’t mean that.’ 

‘*Why not?’’ 

“If youare in earnest in your remark I can 
tell you just as carnestly I never spent a busier 
time in my life. LIonly wish I could show 
you the piles of m: —— that are lying in 
my trunks andthen you would have some 
idea of the work in which I have been engag- 
ed. 

As be spoke the Custom-hou:.e officers were 
rushing here and there along the wharf ex- 
amining the baggage, and seeing them ap- 
proach ‘the place where his trunks lay he asked 
to be excused for afew minutes.

| THE GRAVE OF MME. BON APARTE. 


Completion of the Mohument Which 
Was Provided for in Her Wil 

BALTIMORE, September 2.—Mme. bona- 
parte in her will left $1,400 for the purpose 
of placing a suitable monument over her 
grave. The contract was given in July last to 
Hugh Sisson & Sons, and to-day their work is 
completed, and the old oak tree at the head 
of the grave no longer stands sentinel 
over the last resting place of the sister- 
in-law of the great Napoleon. The 
of white Italian marble, with a 
base three feet nine inches by six feet nine 
inches. the eight being four feet six inches, 
and rests upon a base and dado of Baltimore 
county marble, with the sub-base which com- 
pletes the pedestal or podium. The form of 
the tomb is that of eight Tuscan columns, im- 
bedded in as many marble slabs or tablets. 
The shafts of the columns are plain, smooth, 
and highly polished. ‘The bases consist of the 
simple fillet or reglet, corus and plinth, while 
the capitals bave the abacus, ovolo, colareno 
or neck, and astragal. The front tablet, 
fronting Central avenue and the public mau- 
soleum, is the only one that bears an inscrip- 
tion, and it reads as follows:

The plain frieze surmounts tne archi- 
trave, While the cornice, with its fillet. evma 
recta, corona, ovolo and caretto, complete 
the entablature. The workmanship of the 
whole structure is fine, and the sepulchre.

Dicer Patrick O’ Donnell, of the Police force, 
‘shot himself dead to day at ha!f-past cleven 
o'clock.

A reporter was at the 
scene at half-past 2 o'clock. The Coroner 
had been there and held an inquest, the ver- 
dict being that O’Donnell’s death was caused

For the first time in the history of the St. 
Louis Water-works the receipts during the last 
fiscal year were sufficient to pay off the current 
expenses and interest on the outstanding in- 
debtedness. Comptroller Adreon, in a conver- 
sation with a Post-DISPATCH reporter upon the 
subject of the enormous indebtedness of this 
arm of the _ service, this morning, stated 
that strong hopes were entertained of 
a considerable sum of money being placed in 
the sinking fund for the litting of some of the 
incebtedness during the coming fiscal year. 
Mr. Thos. Wittman, the Water Commissioner, 
when spoken toonthe subject, did not take 
as rcsy a view ofthe outlook as Mr. Adrenn. 
There are many things vet to be done before 
the St.Louis Water-works become aprofitable 
institution. The indebtedness alone repre- 
sents one-fourth of the city’s obligations. 

Inreply to quesiions astothe comparative 
costof furnishine waterand the revenue de- 
rived trom its sale in St. Louts as compareéd to 
other cities, Mr. Wittman produced the reports 
otthe operationof the water-works of Chi- 
cago, Cincinnati, Boston, Philadelphia and St. 
Louis, from which the reporter gathered the 
following facts:

Summer Pork Packing. 
[From the Cincinnati Price Current. } 

Packing operations have generally been on a 
mocerate scale only, during the past week, 
and fall below the previous week and also cor- 
responding time last year. The light move- 
ment of hogs may be partly attributable to the 
reluctance of farmers to accept current prices, 
and partly because of the prospective large 
supply of corn in most sections of the West, 
and the desirability of having an ample supply 


of stock to which to feedit. The corn crop 
has developed very favorably in the recent 
past, many upland fields which some 
weeks ®@go gave very discouraging promise 
now giving assurance of a fair yield. Of course 
much depends on the weather conditions, oe 
especivily as to quality than in regard to qua 
tity. Prices ct hogs bave not varied much ane 
ing the week, and at theclo >» seem to be so:ne- 
what firmer. The tots! pack.ng in the West 
since March 1 is now approximately 2,610,000, 
egainst 2,465,000 Jast year, an increase of 
145,000. There scems little doubt that the 
summer season will close with an increase ot 
100,0VU0 or more, compared with 
jast year, notwithstanding the evi- 
denccs in March pointing to a decrease! 
number. Nordoesitnow appear like'y that 
this increased marketing during the summer 
has made any unusua! é¢ncroachment upon the 
winter supply, the prospects for which give 
promise of anumber fuliy ¢qualto any prev.- 
ous season. The unexpected increase itn the 
summer supply mnay be large'y if not wholly 
attributed to the unusual freedom from disease 
among swine the past season, whereby a much 
larger than ordinury proportion of stock has 
attuined maturity and marketable conaitions. 
The provision market has had some depres- 
sion during the week, but is again assuming a 
stronger tone, with a belief that there is not 
likely to be much if any surplus of meats, 
though with a lack of speculative feeling there 
is not much animation in prospect.
